EVERYTHING QUICT. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

Vickspure, Dec. 9—10:40 p. m.—The county 
is quiet, The cavalry returned from Snyder's 
Blaff report three negro companies driven into 
the cane-brakes. No fighting to-day. Three 
hundred reported at Oakland Church, [linds 
County, marching this way. The cavalry could 
not find them, The militia organized to-day. 
Adjt.-Gen, Packer is 

IN A CLOSE PLACE. 

He went to Jackson on a special train yester- 
day and returned last night. In an interview 
this morning he stated that the object of his 
trip was to save the life of Crosby and his fellow 
prisoners, and to ascertain if troops were order- 
ed here. The Governor has not, nor will, ask 
for Government troops. 

Reporter—Does the Governor recognize the 
military as being organized and on duty in this 
city ? 

Gen. Packer—He does not. He hes given 
them no order to assemble or organize. 

Reporter—Did you officially authorize Col. 
Beard to issue any military orders in view of the 

ORGANIZATION OF THE MILITIA ? 

Gen. Packer—I did not. I recognized Mr. 
Beard as being in possession of the Court-House 
and county property, and told him to placea 
guard over the same to protect it. 

Col. John D. Beard, commanding the citizen 
militia, denies this, and claims that Packer au- 
thorized him to organize the militia. Jhe re- 
port caused such a pressure that Packer re- 
@rested its suppression. 

The chancery records, stolen weeks since, 
were found to-day in Chancery Clerk Daven- 
port’s residence. He fled last Wednesday, and 
is supposed to be leading the attack now. The 
Board of Supervisors received 

CROSBY'S RESIGNATION, 
and called election for Oct. 31. 

Vaughan, shot at a funeral yesterday, died 
to-day. A young man named Muller has been 
missing since the fight last night. 

William Huner, a colored broker, says Crosby 
informed him that Ames instructed Crosby to 
organize the militia. He furnished 260 necdle 
guns and 7,000 rounds of ammunition,which have 
been sent into the country. Basiness quiet. 

BUSINESS RESUMED, 
[To the Associated Press, } 

VicxsnurG, Miss., Dec. 9.—The excitement is 
subsiding. Business generally has been re- 
sumed, Armed bodies of negroes are reported 
cougregated at various places miles from the 
town. Some whites are still under arms, and a 
sirict watch is being kept on the approaches to 
the citv. 

The board of Supervisors met to-day. Adju- 
tant-(;eneral Packer prescribed the resignation 
of Sheriff Crosby, which was accepted. An 
election will be ordered for Sheriff soon.

EVIDENCE OF FORGERY AND EMEEZZLEMENT 
of Peter Crosby, sheriff; Wash Davenport, 
Chancery Clerk, and other negro officiais, all of 
whom are tinder indictment except Crosby who 
packed the Grand Jury for his own protection. 
Tbe stolen records were found this evening in or 
under the house of Davenport, who is now a 
fugitive from justice with seven indictments. 
For a week past he has been in consultation with 
friends at Jackson.

A ONE-SIDED HISTORY OF THE WHOLE AFFAIR. 
Syvecial Diepaich to The Chicarto Tribune. 

New Orveans, Dec. 9.—Vicksburg papers 
of Tuesday morning contain lengthy accounts 
of the events of JaetAjonday. The Herald states 
that Crosby resigned at the demand of the tax- 
payers’ meeting last Wednesday; that he left 
town the same evening, and Thursday morning 
took a freight train for Jackson at Bovina, a 
small station outside of Vicssburg. Arrived at 
the Capital, he obtained an interview with Gov. 
Ames, to whom hé gave an account of the pro- 
ceedings of the previous day. The result of 
the conference was that Ames ordered Crosby to 
return, and call out an armed posse, and fre- 
instate himself in the office of Sheriff. Crosby 
returned, says the Heraid, and immediately 
ordered Andrew Owens, a leading negro, to 

COLLECT ALL THE NEGROES 
in the Borina neighborhood, and gather all the 
arms to be found, and march them ‘into the city 
on Monday morning. 
sengers to every portion of the country with 
similar instructions, and on Saturday Crosby 
gave written orders to his subordinates to this 
effect, these arrangements being made by the 
advice and counsel of Gov. Ames and Atty.-Gen. 
Harris. Rumors of these facts were spread 
around the streets on Sunday, and on Monday 
morving the fire-alarm belis were rung at 3 
o'clock, and again at 5, 
CALLING THE CITIZENS TO ARMS, 

but, no enemy appearing, they returned again to 
their homes. At9 o'clock, however, the bells 
rang again, and half oan hour after 100 men, 
under Col. Horace Miller, marched ont Grove 
street and met a party of negroes under Andrew 
Owens inside the city limits. Col. Miller rode 
forward and ordered the negroesto disperse, 
but Owens replied that they were there in 
response to ordera from Sherif? Crosby, and 
would only disperse at C 's orders. Owens 
ws pernutted to visit Crosbyat the Conrt-house, 
where he was confined, and returned with orders 
from Crosby to retire to their homes. 

The Vicksburger describes this affair as fol- 
lows: “* There appeared much reluctance to go, 
and Col, Miller, finding this the case, ordered an 
advance.

A FEW SHOTS WERE FIRED 

on the more advanced ones by the negroes, 
which were returned. The negroes then broke 
and fled up the ravines, and a general but 
desultory fire was commenced by our men, driv- 
ing the negroes off rapidly, and resulting in kill- 
ing six or eight negroes, and wounding about as 
many. Fifteen or ‘tw enty prisoners were taken. 
No white men hurt.” 

The Herald then gives this account of what 

it terms 

THE MOST SANGUINARY ENGAGEMENT 
of the day, where only one white man was hurt, 
ard be outside of the regular fight, while twen- 
ty-five of their opponents were kilied: 

**About 10 o’clock the negrees were encoun- 
tered, strongly entrenched the old Federal 
breastworks, just under the brow of the hill, im- 
mediately this side of the Pemberton movument. 
The citizens opened a skirmish fire upon them, 
which was kept up for more than haif an bour 
without any effect on either side. While this 
skirmishing was going on, Capt. John 
Hagar, with several white men from the 
neighborhood of Snyder’s Bluff, en route for 
the city, came up on the posite side of the 
bill, and wero fired upon froiM_an ambush. Mr. 
Oliver Brown, a son-in-law of Mr. Snyder, was 
shot through tho head asd almost “inetantly 
killed. Capt. Hogan's company and the citizons 
then made a terrific ecbarge upon the negroes, 
who took refuge in a canebrake, after a “short 
and bloody fight. About twenty-five of the poor 
dupes and wretches Were killed and 
wounded here. After their first volley 
upon Capt. Hogan’s cofmpany, they fired 
wildly, and though theig loss was heavy, 
no other casualty 
the side of the whites. 
minor fights were reported, Dut by half-past 11 
the war was over, and no more negroes were to 
be found, although the — was in arms and 
under great excitement throhghout the day.

contradicting the proclamation of Gov. Ames, 
averring that certain citizegs of Vicksburg and 
Warren County were foe and disorderly, and 
that the officials bad bee@ obliged to flee for 


tueir lives. The Mayor declared that the 
meeting of the tax- “payors was quiet and 
orderly, and that the City Government of 


Vicksburg was able to maifiain the peace, and 
waraing armed bodies of colfred men to disperse 
to their homes, and calling upon all good citi- 
zens to bold themselven in readiness to respond 
toanvcail he might make mpon tbem for the 
purpose of enforcing his prdciamation. 

The Herald and Vicksburger unite in 

DENOUNCING GOV. AMES 
in the most unineasured terms as a& murderer, 
assassin, etc., aud calling for swift vengeance to 
be dealt tO Lim. 

It has been impossible thas far to obtain more 
than one side of the story. The absurdity of 
that side is apparent when fierce engagements 
described, whose casublties are all on the 
part of the negroes, forty of fifty of whom, and 
perhaps a greater number, have been killed, 
against one white man. 

TUESDAY'S FIGHT. 

Mempnars, Dec. 4.—A diepatch to-night from 
Vicksburg to the Western Associated Preas says: 
** Yesterday evening, while an escort was on iis 
way to Soyder’s Bluff with the remains of Oliver 
Brown, killed in the fight of Monday, it was fired 
into, and a citizen named Vaughan mortally 
sac TE 6 He has since died. The fire was re- 
turned, and three negroes were killed. A 
courier was dispatched to this city for assistance, 
with information that the negroes were in force 
and determined on fighting. Reinforcements 
were sent out, who returned late this evening 
and report all quies at Snyder's Bluff, having bad 
no tight.’ 

During the fight on Monday the negroes of the 
city took no part tn it. 

All quiet to-night up to 10 o’clock, but rumors 
of armed bands of negroes are afloat. 

THE VERSION GIVEN BY VICKSBURG PAPERS. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Dec. 9—Vicksburg papers 
of yesterday were received te-night. The Herald, 
after reviewing the events of the past few days, 
places the responsibility for the bloodshed upon 
Gov. Ames, Atty.-Gen. Harris, and Peter Crosby, 
the Sheriff of Wa ren County, and refers to the 
fact that not a single negro from the city joined 
those from the country.

county, who hed f failed to execute bonds as required 
by law. That the City Government of Vicksburg is 
amply abie to erve tho and quiet of said 
city under circumstances; that no laws of 
the city and of the State " of Migsissippi bave 
been threatened, and the recitals in the Governor's 
proclamation tending to produce a contrary impres- 
sion are merely trivials and mendacious and unjust 
to the last degree. I therefore warn all persons to be 
guarded, to preserve good order and respect for law; 
and, whereas, gaid proclamation has excited the citi- 
zens of the county, and that I have this moment re- 
ceived information that armed bodies of colored men

Resoived, That, while we are fully satisfied that Peter 
Crosby has caused armed negroes to march on the city, 
and should therefore be held mainly responsible for 
all the blood that has been shed, we recommend all 
good citizens to abstain from inflicting any personal 
violence upon him, and that we use still further eflorts 
to have him removed from office in some lega! manner.

Report of the Illinois State 
Board of Commissioners. 


Number and Condition of the Suits 
Brought Under the New Law. 


~— 


A Large Decrease in the Number of 
Complaints Against Railroads. 


Many Improvements Noted in the 
Inspection of Grain. 


General Conclusions as to the Working 
of the Law. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 9.—The following is 
an abstract of the annual report of the State 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners: 

In submitting their report the Commissioners 
state that their experience of the practical work- 
ing of the present system of State inspection in 
this State leads therm to consider it the best at 
present practiced. Since the date of the last 
report the rates had been gradually reduced. 
The performance of their duties by Inspector 
Harper and Register Tyndale had been emi- 
nently satisfactory. The report reviewed the 
condition of the various prosecutions against 
warchousemen in Chicago, showing the as- 
surance of the State's Attorney that the cases 
would be tried on the lithof the present month, 
and that he would prosecute the cases as rapidly 
as possible Ina 

REVIEW OF THE SUITS FOR EXTORTION 
instituted against railroad corporations the Com- 
missioners set forth in compact form the various 
legal questiops which have arisen, and which 
have already been made public, and, speaking of 
the necessary length of time which must elapse in 
the decision of s0 weighty questions, ask the 
generous public to bear in mind that they can- 
not move faster in any way, looking to their re- 
lief to the courts to whom is rightfully confided 
the final adjustment of their differences. The 
Commissioners then show the present condi- 
tion of the cases in point to be as fol. 
lows: in the case of The People 
etc., ws. The Chicago & #£=Northwestern 
Railroad Company after several delays the case 
was continued by agreement with a view of 
awaiting a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, in which were involved questions 
bearing op the case. 

lu the case of The People against The Illinois 
Central Railroad Company a precipe was filed, 
and before any other steps were taken the suit 
was dismissed, the Commissioners preferring to 
institute suits against this Company after the 
clause in the law making the schedules prepared 
by them prima facie evidence, eic., bad taken 
effect. 

THE FOLLOWING SUITS 

were brought by the Commissioners after the 
schedules prepared by them had their full force 
in law, and their condition is as  atated: 
Suit against the Chicago, BurlingtdOn «& 
Quincy Road was commenced in March, 1874, 
iu the Bureau County Circuit Court, and. judg- 
ment was obtained for the people for $1,000. 
This case was appeaied to the Supreme Court 
at Ottawa. A second suit against the same Com- 
pany was institutedinthe McDonough County 
Circuit Court, where a similar verdict was ob- 
tained and appealed from to the Supreme Court, 
where it is pending for hearing at the January 
term, 18785. 

On the 6th of February, 1874, suit was insti- 
tuted in the Sangamon County Circuit Court 
‘against the Chicago & Alton Kailroad Company, 
aud a judgment obtained against defendants for 
$3,000 and costa, from which they appealed to 
the Supreme Court. Atthe June term of the 
United States Circuit Court very full 
arguments were submitted by the counsel 
ior the respective parties to the full 
bench, consisting of Judges David Davis, of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and Judges 
Drummond and Treate, upon the proceedings 
instituted in the Sangamon Circuit Court by a 
writ of certiorari commanding the trausfer of the 
case from the State to the Federal Court, which 
writ the State Court had deciined to obey. The 
decision of the United States Court quashed the 
writ, and dismissed the proceedings, from which 
defeodauts took an appeal tothe United States 
Supreme Court, where the question is now pend- 
ing for bearing at the next term. ‘hus comes 
the anomoly of the same case pendiug in the 
two courts at the fame ilme. 

SEVERAL OTHEB CASES 

are described, and in reviewing them general- 
ly the Commissioners state that all the suits are 
based upon that character of complaints or 
grievances that they supposed to be at the time 
best calculated to test the questions embraced in 
the act of May 2, 1873, insisted on by the corpor- 
ations as being antenabie. 

ln accordance with the seventh section of the 
act of May 2, 1873, which makes it the duty of 
the Commissioners ‘to personally investigate 
and ascertain whepher the provisions of this act 
are Violated by any railroad corporation in this 
State, and to visit the various stations on the 
line of each railroad for that purpose as often as 
practicable,” the Commissioners visited the 
railroads not only at the points at 
which suits bad been instituted, but aiso many 
other points on the several lines of roads and 
their branches against which suits have been 
commenced. The result of these investigations 
bas been the discovery of a gratifving 

DECREASE IN THE NUMBER OF COMPLAINTS 
of incivility to which shippers and tho traveling 
public have been subjected by the employes of 
tue roads of the State. There were extenuating 
cirgumstauces for the occurrence of incivilities, 
prominent among which was the distant removal 
of superintending heads from their subordinates, 
but still it seemed sible that a still greater 
improvement might be obtained, and some means 

devised by the managers of roads to secure trayv- 
elers and shippers from these annoyances.

REASONABLE MAXIMUM RATES OF CHARGES | 

e transportation of freight aud passen- 
gers for each railroad corporation doing business 
in this State, and any such schedule, when au- 
thenticated a& required by law, is held prima 
facie evidence, to be received in al! cour 
that the rates name therein are ju 
aid reasonable. Relative®§to unjust diserin- 
ination, it will be observed, says the report, that 
in any legal proceedings against any railroad 
corporation, fora violation of this act, tpon 
proof of the commission by the defendant of an 
act declared by the law to be prima facie and 
unjust discrimination, or upon proof that the 
defendant hed charged a higher rate than that 
named in the schedule prepared by the Commis- 
mission, the burden of proof is shifted from the 
plaintiff to the defendant, and that thenceforth 
the onus of proving that the act complained of, 
if it be unjust discrimination, was done under 
such circumstances as to deprive it of its prima 
facie features of injustice; or, if the suit be for 
extortion, that the rate charged was reasonable. 

The necessity for this change in the rules of 
evidence is shown and defended by the report, 
which says: 

‘It will be observed that this lawin no re- 
spect abridges any right vested by charter in the 
corporations. In other words, conceding that 
their charters are in the mature of contracts with 
the State, the oblization of thé contracts is not 
impaired. There can be no pretense that their 
charters ever authorized unjust discrimination 
or extortion, and the law prohibits nothing else. 
The same discrimination that might be practiced 
before the law was enacted may be practiced 
now, but, if the act is questioned, the corpora- 
tion must showthat it was not unjust. They 
have the same right to make schedules of rates 
for transporting freichts and passengers ae be- 
fore, but if they make them higher than the 
rates named in the schedules prepared by the 
Commissioners under the law, they mmust be 
ready to show affirmatively that they are reason- 
able. The remedy provided by the law for the 
people for a violation of what was and atill is a 
duty under their charters, iz only chauged, and 
not the contract itself.” 

‘Tbe report of the 

RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS OF MASSACHUSETTS 
1s quoted from to prove that France is operating 
ber railroads successfully under a law almost iden- 
tical with that now in force iu Liinoiws, Lie re- 
port goes on to say: 

“Again the Massachusetts Commissioners 
eay: ‘ihe railroads (in France) are accustomed to 
supervision, and the community looks to the 
Government for it.’ The answer to tlis is, the 
railroads bere are beginning to be, and in the 
end will become fully accustomed to supervis- 
ion, and the community is even bow de- 
manding it im the most imperative mauuner. 
Still further: ‘Ihe French raiiroad policy 
is also thoroughly logical,—it 1 buiit from the 
base up. It does not, like that of Illinois, begin 
with a sublime reliance on the eflicacy of natura! 
laws and end in a jury-box,—trying, through the 
verdict of twelve interested men, to force the re- 
sults of political economy into conformity with 
the eternal fitness of things.’ This ‘is not a fair 
statement of the present system of Illinois, it 
is a blending of a system now entirely abandon- 
ed (as is stated elsewhere in the report trom 
which we guote) with that nowin force, Illinois 
did rely wholly on natural laws, that of compe- 
tition, to secure the desired results, but, as we 
have seen,- that utterly failed, and is no 
part of the present system, which 
brings corporations before a ‘“ jury-box.” 
We confess we are not gure what 
is meant by ‘forcing the results of political 
economy into a conformity with the eternal iit- 
ness of things’ ‘through the verdict of tweive 
interested men’; butif it simply means that a 
jury, interested only as all good citizens should 
be in the enforeement of all wise add salutary 
laws, shall decide whether or not a railroad cor- 
poration charged with unjust discrimination or 
with extortion is guilty, we admit a prejudice in 
favor of atrial by jury, even though tbe ** con- 
formity’ may not be attained. 

‘* We believe in the wisdom ana efficacy of our 
law. We believe that, however much the a:tain- 
ment of the results contemplated may be delayed 
in obtaining a final adjudication as to the valid- 
ity of the law, yet in the end they will be secur- 
ed, and that the law will become an enduring 
monumet of the wisdom and sagacity of its 
framers. 

They consider that the fourth method sug- 
gested—roads owned and operated by the State, 
with which all others must compete—is rot 
practicable for several good reasons, and they do 
not believe that any such experiment will be 
tried at present. 

THE PREPARATION OF SCHEDULES 
of rates of charges for transportation of passen- 
gers and freight is dealt with rather volumi- 
nously. This significant passage occurs in that 
relation : 

* Fortunately we have, in the reports the Di- 
rectors of many of our older roads have made 
from time to time, for the use of their stock- 
hoiders and the public, and in the records kept 
by our Boards of Trade and our business-men io 
ali parts of the State, of the rates paid for trans- 
portation, data upon which reasonabie rates 
might even now be ascertained with a good de- 
gree of correctness. A set of statistics, careful- 
ly collected from year to year, with direct refer- 
ence to their bearing on this subject, will furnish 
the means of constructing schedules of rates 
with a still greater degree of accuracy.” 

THE EFFECT OF THE LAW, 
the report asserts, bas been to reduce materially 
the rates of inspection and to correct many 
irregularities connected with the inspection 
of grain, and it will be stil more potent for 
good shouid the Supreme Court of the United 
States sustain the decision recently made by that 
of Illinois, declaring the law unconstitutional, 
and requiring the warehousem%n to take out 
licenses and tile bonds couditioned for the faiti- 
ful performance of their duties. ~_ 
BENEFITS OF THE LAW. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners observe: 

‘* The benefits resulting to the public thus far 
from the passage of the act of May 2, 1873, are 
particularly noticeable in that the railroad com- 
panies very seldom now, as heretofore they were 
in the constant habit of doiug, unjustly dis- 
criminate in favor of one point on the line of 
their road to the detriment of another; nor do 
they practice to the same extent as formerly 
that objectionable sort of favoritiem to individu- 
al shippers that has been in the past the cause 
of so much complaint, aud were doubtless among 
the principal, if not indeed the prime, causes of 
the enactment. While this law has not asuyet 
accomplished a full reformation as to the extor- 
tion, we think it mav safely be claimed that 
it has in a great measure put an end to un- 
just discrimination. It is gratifying to 
observe, also, that several of the roads have 
reculated their charges to correspond, if not 
exactly, very nearly, with that of the rates fixed 
in the schedules of the Commissioners; and 
that the aggregate charges of aii the roads in 
the State, taken upon the same amount of busi- 
ness done, is less than before the passage of the 
law mentioned. in the suits already 
named, instituted chiefly for the purpose of 
testing the questions in dispute, it will be ob- 
served that, in every instance where the courts 
have passed upon the question, the law has beea 
Bustained.

THE VON ARNIM TRIAL. 

Beruin, Dec. 9.—'T hie trial of Count Ven Arnim 
began to-day. The court-room was densely 
crowded. Fifty reporters, of various nationali- 
ties, were present. Judge Keich aanounced that 
the Court had designed that the proceedings 
should be public, except the reading of the 
documents relative to the ecclesiastical policy 
of the Government, which inciudes papers of 
tle first cless mentioned in the tndictment.

TRE J¥DICTMENT. 

It accuse# the Coun! of dereliction in his offi- 
cial duty, that when Prince H 
succeeded to the Embassy at Paris he found, 
after strict search, that a large number of docu- 
ments were missing from the archives. These 
documents the indictment divides into three 
categorics: First, those Count Yon Arnim con- 
fesses having and afterwarda re- 
stored; second, those wiich the Connt acknowl- 
edged having taken, but which, regarding as 
his private property, he refuses to restore; 
third, those which he professed to have no 
knowledge of. ‘The indictment proceeds to 
rove the official character of all the documents.

The indictment refutes the idea that the 
Count took these documents merelv for the pur- 
pose of restoring them to the Foreign Oflice. 
The indictment also enumerates documents 
of the second class, amoug which is a dispatch 
dated Nov. 8, 1872, asking the Count to explain 
&® conversation, in which, according to the 
private report of Gen. Mantenffel, he, the Count, 
informed M. Saint Vallier, at Nancy, that he re- 
garded M. Thiers’ Government as untenabie, 
because Gambetta, then with the Commune, 
then the military regime, would follow if Frauce 
did not shortly adopt a monarchical form of 
goverument, 

ANOTHER DISPATCH, 
dated Jan. 3, 1874, admonishes Arnim for neg- 
lecting to send to his Government a report on 
the pastoral letters of the French Bishops direct- 
ed against Germany. 

A dispatch, dated Dec. 30, 1872, follows, in 
which bismarck points out that the report of 
Arnim upon the political situation in France is 
partly based on erroneous premises. This dis- 
patch thoroughly discusses the question as to 
what form of Government for France would be 
most protitable for Germany. 

OTHEB COPIES OF DISPATCHES 

follow in the cnumeration of the indictment, all 
relating to various official reports from Count Von 
Arnim, and ope dated March 4, 1374, is in refer- 
ence to a direct application made by the ac- 
cused to the Emperor. It complains that the 
Count forwarded to the Emperor an incorrect 
copy of a dispatch addressed to him (Arnim) 
dated Jan. 1, 1874, and demanding that the 
Count show more pliability and a greater regard 
to the instructions of Bismarck and adopt a less 
independent initiative. 

The 

POCUMENTS OF THE THIRD CLASS 
appended to the indictment comprise a memo- 
randum of conversation with Gen. Fleury, a 
dispatch respecting the position of Connt Orioff, 
the Russian Ambassador at Paris, towards Ger- 
many, and a memorandum of a conversation be- 
tween Orloff and Thiers, 

fhe indictment proceeds to analyze Arnim’s 
motives. It says on his arrest he al- 
leged that the documents of the first 
and second calss were abroad, and offered to 
produce them if he was liberated. In : 
quence of the diplomatic relations of the Vienna 
press, Arnim was summoned by Imperial com- 
mand to make a declaration whether he was in 
any way connected with the publication of those 
revelations; also whether he wrote and 
caused to be puolished the letter to Dr. Doellin- 
ger which appeared in the Augsburg Guaze(te. 
Arnim’s reply of May 7, 1874, merely admitted 
that he wrote the letter. In answer to further 
inquiry he declared that he was not from 
any point of view responsible for the 
disclosures of the Gaztie, and was not 
aware who were their authors. The prosecution 
oppose to these statements the letier of Hanser, 
the drafts of published papers found among 
the documents seized m the Count’s residence ; 
also the original draft of an article upon the 
evacuation of France, in the Cologne Gazette of 
March 26, 1872, alluding to matters of which 
Arnim aione was officially cognizant. These 
documents were especially useful to the accused, 
not for his defense, but for aicacks upon the 
policy of the Government. 

THE INDICTMENT CONCLUDES 
by charging Aruim with purposely making away 
with documents officially intrasted to him, and 
with illegally appropriating the same, o‘fenses 
defined by Articles 345, 350, and 73 of the penal 
code.

MICHIGAN HOUSE OF CORRECTION.] 

Lansina, Mich., Det. 8.—The plans for the 
new State House-of-Correction at lonia have 
just been completed, and accepted by the Com- 
missioners, The wails including the buildings 
and grounds will be 3,600 feet in iength, being 
of brick, 1 foot in thickness and 18 feet high, 
capped with stone 2 feet in width,—forming a 
iine promenade for the sentries. ‘There will be 
three gates,—the one in front being 18 feet wide, 
the one at the rear 16 feet, and the one at the 
side 12 feet,—surmounted by sentry-boxes. In 
the centre of the inclosure will be an octagonal- 
shapea structure, 88 feetin diameter. Ladiat- 
ing from this building will be five wards,—No. 
1 containing 80 celis; No. 2, 104; No. 3, 112; 
No. 4, 104: No. 5, 112,—512 cells mall. In the 
rear of the yard will be the workshops, of brick, 
50 by 400 feet. All the buildings will be con- 
nected with steam and gas-pipes; and a build- 
ing will be erected inside the walis for the gen- 
eration of steam and gas. Outside of the in- 
closure, near the of will be erected the 
Warden's residence,—a two-story brick building. 
The contract has not yet been let; consequently, 
no estimate of the cost can now be given.

UNUSUAL SURGICAL OPERATION. 
Spectad Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 

JACKSONVILLE, Lil., Dec. 9.—One of the most 
dangerous and rarest operations in the annals of 
surgery was performed here yesterday by Dr. 
Prince, aasisted by Drs. Pipino, brown, and A. 
Prince. The ease is that of Mr, St. John, of 
Pike County, aged 35, who, since birth, has la- 
bored under a malformation called extraversion 
of the biadder, with epespadias. The operation 
consisted in the dissecting of three flaps of skin 
from the abdomen, sliding them down towards 
the pubes, and placing them over the exposed 
surface of the bladder, to form the anterior wall 
of that organ, which was deficient. The orera- 
tion was attended with considerable hemorrhage, 
which, however, was controlled by the gaivanic 
cautery. The flaps were then held in position 
with silver sutures, completing the operation in 
the short space of fifty minutes. At last ac- 
counts the patient was resting easy and doin 
well. A single misstep in the operation wonll 
have proved fatal. 


The Heosac Tunnel Not to Be Opened 
for Trains Until Next Summer, 
From the Springfeld (Mass,) Union 

Lieut.-Gov. Talbot and the Executive Coun- 
cil, returning from the Hoosac Tunnel, were 
guests last night at the Haynes House. ‘lheir 
observations were not favorable to an early 
opening of the big bore. To be sure, there is a 
hole through the mountain; a steel track is 
nearly laid from North Adams to the western 
portal, and onivy a few weeks would be required 
to extend it through thetunnel. But the Coun- 
cil are of opimion that it would bea waste of 
money to do so at. present and attempt to carry 
even freights through the mountain. The rock, 
which was so hardto get through, crumbles, 
slakes off and falls on exposure to air, anda 
steel track would not only be often obstructed, 
but would be greatiy damaged, by the rock fall- 
ing upon it. There ia no alternative but to arch 
the tunnel with brick; at least 5,000 feet of it 
must be so protected, and probably this work 
will eventualiy extend through the whole tun- 
nel. Until this arching is completed it is pro- 
posed to lay a temporary track of irou through 
the mountain, which cap, of course, be used for 
trains if the authorities so will: but it is the 
opinion of the Council that trains cannot be run 
economically until the arching is_ completed, 
which will not be till next summer or fall. The 
contract for the arching is let to Mr. Farren, 
and the present desire of the Council is to let 
Mr. Shanly out and Mr. Farrenin. The for- 
mer’s contract includes steel-tracking the tun- 
nel, but he is willing to subtract the expense of 
that job from his contract in order to effect a 
settlement.

There were 
no new developments yesterday beyond a 
proclamation from Gov. Ames directing the 
rioters to disperse, and calling the Legis- 
lature together in extra session. The Gov- 
ernor has already learned, it seems, that few 
evils are more terrible to endure than those 
of mob-law.

Most of the dispatches respecting the negro 
war at Vicksburg come from what may 
fairly be denominated Rebel sources, They 
need analysis by Northern readers. When it 
is said, for instance, that a party of 
whites in burying a comrade 
Were attacked by a band of ferocious 
and Sanguinary negroes; that volleys were 
exchanged ; that the negroes lost twenty or 
thirty killed, and the whites had one 
wounded,—when the dispatches read like

D., who was conse- 
crated Bishop of Pennsylvania in 1545 and 
died in 1865. 


NATIONAL CR STATE SOVEREIGNTY. 
The St. Louis 7imes, one of the organs of 
Democratic orthodoxy, is alarmed at the 
heresy preached by Tue Trisuns, that the 
United States does not owe its origin or its 
Constitution to the States as separate, inde- 
pendent, and sovereign communities. THE 
Trrsune holds that doctrine, as well as its 
consequences, and that spite of theargumcnts 
of the St. Louis sheet to the contrary. 
Democrats have a wonderful genius for being 
illogical, and the TJimes is no exception to 
the rule. It insists that our position on 
this question is wrong, for the reason 
that ‘‘the States were sovereign nationalities 
before our present Government was formed.” 
The 7Ztmes’ main grounds for this last are: 
1. That Great Britain, by the treaty of peace 
in 1783, recognized them ‘‘severally and 
separately as ‘free, sovereign, and independ- 
ent.’” 2. Because the articles of confedera- 
tion were signed ‘“‘by the Btates.” 3. Be- 
cause the Northwestern territory was ceded 
by Virginia to the Government in its capacity 
asan independent State, and Congress, by 
ordinance, recognized that territory as a free 
gift from the State of Virginia in a sovereign 
capacity as an independent State. 4. Be- 
cause our present Constitution was formed 
by delegates from the different States, and 
that three of them refused to ratify the 
Constitution for nearly three years. In 
answer to the first point, it is 
sufficient to observe that Great Brit- 
ain did not in the treaty of 1783 
recognize the States as ‘“‘severally and 
separately ” independent, nor do the words 
‘* severally and separately” occur in that in- 
strument at all. His Britannic Majesty rec- 
ognized the States united, or ‘ United 
States,” as is the phrase in the treaty, as sov- 
ereign and independent. With the several 
States, the States independent or disunited, 
Great Britain never had anything to do after 
the Declaration of Independence,—the instru- 
ment containing which declaration recognizes 
the people of the Colonies arrayed against 
Great Britain as one people, inasmuch 4s 
it says: ‘* When in the course of human 
events it becomes necessary for ONE PEOPI£ 
to dissolve the political bands which va 
connected them with another.” We waduld 
like our Democratic friends to inform us who 
were the ‘‘one people” and the other peeple 
here referred to if not the people 
of all the Colonies constituting a nation and 
the people of Great Britain. In reply to the 
second reason of the 7imes, it is sufficient to 
remind it that not the States, but representa- 
tives on the part and behalf of the States,— 
that is, of the people of the States or of the 
whole country,—signed the articles of confed- 
eration. So long as alithe people of the 
country were represented, it matters little 
whether they were represented by States, or 
by counties, or by districts. The third 
reason we dispose of with the remark, that 
not as an independent State, but as a cor- 
poration with the power of owning and dis- 
posing of land, did Virginia make the cession 
referred to by the 7imes. There is not 
word about an ‘‘independent State” in the 
deed, and even granting that Congress did 
accept the land deeded to the United 
States by Virginia as a free gift 
from that State ‘‘ in her sovereign capacity,” 
we might inquire what right had Congress to 
accept it then any more than it has now, and 
whether it has authority under any circum- 
stances to acknowledge the ‘‘ independent 
capacity” of Virginia? The fourth reason of 
the 7imes we dismiss with the observation 
that the three States referred to that refused 
for nearly three years to ratify the Constitu- 
tion were not, and did not pretend to be, in- 
dependent and sovereign during those three 
years, and that although they, representing 
their people, might have refused to ratify the 
Constitution as produced at first, had no 
right in consequence to withdraw from the 
‘“* United States,” but only to request that the 
Constitution be reconsidered and amended to 
suit what they considered best for their own 
interests. 

We thus refute the Democratic doctrine by 
Democratic tactics; but there is a more effec. 
tive way of demolishing their arguments. The 
Times, like all Democrats, proceeds on the 
assumption that nations are made. Now 
nations, no more than poets, are made. They 
are born. They grow. They are organic 
beings. The question whether a given people 
constitute or do not constitute a nation, is a 
question simply of historical fact.and cannot be 
answered by showing that Tom, Dick,and Harry 
said so and so, aud wrote this thing and that 
thing about that people fifty or eighty years 
ago. Tom, Dick,or Harryof eighty years ago 
was as likely to be mistaken as to whether the

people of the United States are a people as 


the Tom, Dick, or Harry of to-day. The 
question before us is not whether any of 
these gentlemen was of opinion that we are 
anation and the States not severally sov- 
ereign, but whether we are a nation and have 
been a nation since the date of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, spite of the fact that 
Jones, or Brown, or Smith was of the opinion 
fifty years ago that we were not.’ We might 
show that many of the ablest men of this 
nation held that the States are not several- 
ly independent; but of what value would 
such testimony be if, as a_ historic- 
al fact, they were severally independ- 
ent? We might go as far back as 
1782, and show that the Legislature of New 
York demanded that there should be a mate- 
rial change made in the articles of confeder- 
ation, for the reason that they had proved in- 
adequate to secure the peace and security of 
the *‘ nation,”—not of the “‘ individual States ” 
in their ‘‘ sovereign capacity.” But we care 
little to do this. The utterances of States and 
the utterances of able men at this early pe- 
riod of our history simply offset one another, 
—imutually destroy one another. The nation 
existed independently of its members or divis- 
ions, and these latter had not yet, it may. be, 
become fully conscious of its existence. The 
nation, perhaps, was not conscious of itself. 
Extreme youth in the case both of nations 
and of individuals is the time in which they 
know what they are, and scarcely that they 
are. 

The whole question between ourselves and 
the Democrats is simply this: Were the 
people of the United States always one people 
—one in origin, language, customs, manners, 
and laws; one in objects, aims, and efioris? 
If they were, they were always one nation ; 
and that they were is a historical fact, which, 
if documents, or contracts, or men contradict, 
so much the worse for the documenrs 
end contracts, for the men and their 
utterances. If the people of the United 
States were, as claimed, a _ people, 
one in origin, in language, customs, 
manners, laws, in efforts, aims, and tenden- 
cies, then they were an organic people ; and 
every organic people fixed in the soil, and in- 
dependent of every other people, constitute a 
nation. The States never existed except as 
States united. They never were severally in- 
dependent. They always acted together. 
No foreign power ever recognized them as 
separate. No foreign power ever made a 
treaty with them as independent. They 
never had any foreign relations as sovereign 
nationalities. They have always been sov- 
ereign in their union, not in their isolation. 
They were not sovereign under Great Britain. 
This no one will deny. They did not become 
severally sovereign by separation from Great 
Britain; for they did not separate geverally 
but as a unit,—as one people, one nation. 
From the beginning they have been United, 
not Confederated, States,—the proper name 
for an alliance of States severally sovereign. 
If the confederation failed, as it most sig. 
nally did, it failed because it did not recog- 
nize fully enough the real nature of the peo- 
ple who framed its articles,—thatthey were a 
nation and not an alliance of independent 
and sovereign States. 

If the States were ever sovereign, they are 
sovereign still; and, as sovereign, have the 
right to secede from the Union when they 
will. True, the St. Louis Z7imes denies that 
this follows from the premises it admits; but 
that only proves its Democraiic obtuseness. 
It grants the premises of a syllogism, but will 
not allow the conclusion that inevitably fol- 
lows from them! We would like to ask our 
Democratic contemporaries a few questions 
which may help to clear up their ideas as 
to whether we are a nation or not. 
Did the sovereign States in  con- 
vention become a new and = single 
sovereign State ? If they did,’ did 
they lose ‘their own sovereignty? And 
if they lost it, where did it go to? To 
the new sovereignty? How could it? But 
if it did go there, did not their sovereignty 
perish at that moment, and they with their 
sovereignty ? And then, what became of the 
contract when the parties to it died and left 
no sovereign successors ? Or if the independ- 
ent sovereign States ceded their sovereignty, 
to what power did they cede it ? How could 
they cede it to something not yet in exist- 
ence? Did they cede it to the United States ? 
But the United States did not exist to cede it 
to, according to our Democratic friends. Or 
did they cede it to nothing at all ; anddo they 
hold it still sovereign and supreme? We 
pause for a reply to these queries. 


THE CURRENCY QUESTION IN CONGRESS. 
The currency debate began in Congress on 
Mr. Keiuezy’s bill to authorize the issue of e 
bond exchangeable for greenbacks, and bear- 
ing 3.65 per cent interest. This bill, as it 
stands, provides for a bond payable, principal 
and interest, in currency. It is equivalent, 
therefore, to the greenbacks in value, and 
stands outside and wholly disconnected from 
any scheme either to advance the currency 
to par or to resume specie payments in any 
form. It in no wise meets the great evil 
that the currencyis depreciated. If this bill 
provided for the final payment of the 
principal and interest of the bond in 
gold, it would have the effect, pos- 
sibly, of arresting the fluctuations in 
the value of the currency. The 5 
per cent bonds of the Government are at 
about par in gold. A 3.65 per cent bond, re- 
deemable by the Government hereafter in 
gold, would have the effect of holding the 
greenback at the market vaine of such a 
bond. Greenbacks are now worth 88 cents 
on the doliar; a 5 per cent gold bond is 
worth 100 cents. A 3.65 per cent gold bond 
would be worth about the same as green- 
backs. As such abond could be exchange- 
able for greenbacks at any time, its value 
would fix that of the greenbacks, and thus 
possibly prevent the fiuctuations which are 
forever taking place. If, however, the bond 
be a currency bond, it will stand upon the 
same footing as the currency; it can have no 
market or circulation except at home, and 
will rise and fall with every fluctuation of 
the currency itself. The bill, therefore, is 
utterly useless for any purpose whatever. 

We notice that Mr. Farweix does not give 
his approval to the plan of specie resumption 
proposed by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and recommended by the President. His 
plan is free banking, with a retirement of 
from a million to a million and a half of 
greenbacks monthly. The great defect in 
this is that it has no permanency. Unless 
the bank note circulation increased propor- 
tionately, there would be ‘‘a contraction of 
currency” against which there would be agen- 
eral protest. Moreover, it has been tried al- 
ready. In1866, such a plan was put in opera- 
tion, and $44,000,000 of greenbacks were re- 
tired ; Congress then, by law, stopped the re- 
tirement of the currency, anda later Congress 
sanctioned and legalized the reissue of more 
than half the amount retired in [866-’7. So 
it will be again. The next Congress would 


| arrest the retirement of the national currency, 


and we a year hence would be precisely where 
we now are, with the additional disaster of 
delay. Noscheme which has not the ulti- 
mate object of a resumption of specie pay- 
ments can in any way mitigate the present 
evil, or have the effect of restoring the nation- 
al credit. 


THE MISSOURI BANDITTI. 

The State of Missouri is rapidly securing a 
most unenviable reputation as an encourager 
of banditti and a shelterer of murders. Early 
in 1873, the Hot Springs, Ark., stage was 
waylaid and all the occupants were robbed, 
the robbers subsequently making their es. 
cape into Missouri, where they have success- 
fully evaded arrest. On the 2ist of July, 
1873, a gang of highwaymen placed an ob- 
struction upon the track of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, near Adair, 
Iowa. As the train approached, they shot 
the engineer from their ambush, and the 
train was ditched. The highwaymen then 
deliberately robbed the express-car and the 
passengers, and made their escape into 
Southwestern Missouri, and they have never 
since been molested. Last February, a train 
on the Iron Mountain Railroad was robbed at 
Gad’s Hill, Mo., while halting at that station, 
by a gang of highweymen, who relieved the 
passengers of all their valuables, and then 
made their escape into Southwestern Mis- 
souri, seeking refuge in a district which has 
long been infested with a gang of notorious 
highwaymen and murderers, who have held 
their whole neighborhood in terror for 
years, and have never been molesied by the 
law. It was this gang, it will be remem- 
bered, which killed Capt. Louis Lut, of this 
city. Now comes the intelligence of. still an- 
other train-robbery, this time on the Kansas 
Pacific Railroad, near Muncie. A gang of 
masked robbers, heavily armed, stopped the 
train by piling rails on the track. As in the 
Adair case, an attempt was made to kill the 
engineer, but fortunately he escaped. After 
the train had come to a stop, the robbers 
went through the express-car and secured 
#30,000, with which they made their escane, 
the last news from them being that they were 
on their way to Missouri. 

After such a quick succession of robberies 
as these, all centering about the same lo- 
cality, it may be accepted as very conclusive 
that Missouri is the home of an organized 
gang of banditti, where they are sure of 
shelter. From the faet that none of these 
gangs have ever been punished, and that the 
State authorities have never taken any steps 
to arrest them or to aid others in arresting 
them, it may also be accepted that the State 
authorities do not intend to punish them or 
to interfere with their operations. Al- 
though the exact locality of their rendez- 
vous is well known, and was penetrated by 
the brave but unfortunate Capt. Lunu, and 
although the highwaymen are personally 
known throughout the entire State, not the 
first step has ever been taken to arrest them, 
notwithstanding the fact that all of them are 
liable to punishment for many local crimes 
in addition to these heavy train-robberies. 
In fact, immediately after the Gad’s Hill rob- 
bery, when the authorities of Iowa were 
making strenuous efforts to capture these 
robbers, the Democratic Legislaiure. of Mis- 
souri indirectly placed every obsiacle it could 
in the way of justice. 

Inasmuch, therefore, as these outrages have 
been allowed to go on for three years without 
protest, and eas the State of Missouri probably 
will continue to give shelter and countenance 
to these gangs of banditti, a responsibility 
rests upon the companiesof railroads running 
through Iowa, Kansas, and Missouri, and in 
the Southwest generally, to adopt measures 
which will protect their passengers from rob- 
bery and violence. If the  train-men 
had been armed, any one of the out- 
rages we have enumerated could have 
been stopped. There is an _ aver- 
age of at least ten men to every train, and 
these robberies have been made by only five 
or six men at the most. If the railroad em- 
ployes were armed, they could rally enough 
of armed passengers about them to success- 
fully resist any attempt at robbery. Some 
such precaution is due to the traveling pub- 
lic. They take risks enough of explosions, 
collisions, broken bridges, and other railroad 
mishaps, without being obliged to incur the 
additional risk of being robbed and mur- 
dered. 


INCREASING TAXATION, 

One of the more giaring instances of un- 
blushing impnudence in the way of legislative 
schemes of robbery is contained in a propo- 
sition by Lronarp Myers, a member of 
Congress from Philadelphia, to increase the 
tax on the consumers of manufactured cot- 
tons, wools, iron and steel, metals, paper, in- 
dia rubber, glass, leather, and a variety of 
other materiais. It is proposed as a measure 
‘to give employment to labor” by increasing 
the tax ten per cent on every article of neces- 
sity that has to be purchased with the pro- 
ceeds of labor. Two years ago, under the 
lead of Mr. Keutzy, of Philadelphia, the 
majority of both parties in Congress, partly 
by design and partly througa ignorance, re- 
pealed the tax on tea and coffee. Tea and 
coffee not being products of this country, the 
repeal of the duty had no other effect than to 
raise the price at the place of production ; 
and the large revenue previously derived by 
the Government has since then been paid to 
the foreign producers and to foreign Govern- 
ments in export taxes, Congress had previous- 


ly reduced the duties on nearly all classes 
of manufactured goods 10 per cent, 
still leaving the duty unprecedented 
in any civilized nation. The repeal of the 
tax on coffee and tea had another object, and 
that was to produce such deficiency in the 
revenue as would compel Congress to restore 
this 10 per cent tax on manufactures. The 
practical difference as a source of revenue be- 
tween a tax on tea and coffee, and a tax on 
cotton and woolen goods and other lines of 
commodities made at home, is reedily illus- 
trated. Thus, a tax on tea and coffee, none 
being produced in this country, is all revenue, 
and goes directly to the Treasury, while a tax 
on cotton and woolen goods, iron, leather, 
etc., applies as well to the domestic produc- 
tions as to the imported articles, and, as the 
home manufacture greatly exceeds the im- 
ports, the larger portion of the tax paid by 
the people does not go to the Treasury at all. 
Assuming that the imports and domestic pro- 
duction of the following classes of goods to 
be correct, we have the results stated : 


Articlea, 
Tea at 15 cents per pound 
Coffee, at 3 cents per pound 
Imported wools 
Imported cottons 
Domestic woolens 


Am’t of tax. 


Of this tax, that on tea, coffee, and im- 
ported woolens and cottons, less the cost of 
collection, and amounting to $72,000,000, 
was paid into the National Treasury, while 
the remainder, amounting to $165,000,000, 
though paid by the consumers, formed no 


| part of the public revenue, but was absorbed 


as bounties by the “ protected” manufac- 


turers. The tax on tea and coffee was purely 
revenue, every dollar of it going into the Treas- 
ury; while the tax on woolen and cotton 
goods was a sort of partnersbip-arrangement, 
under which the Government received $60,- 
000,000 out of the $225,000,000 paid by the 
people. In repealing the tax on tea and 
coffee, $12,000,000 of revenue (the amount 
collected in 1872) was lost to the Treasury 
without cheapening those goods to the peo- 
ple. But had the tax on cotton and woolens 
been reduced 20 per cent, the tax on the peo- 
ple would have been reduced $50,000,000, 
and the loss of revenue would have been only 
$12,000,000. The repeal of the tax on tea 
and coffee was a repeal of revenue, and was 
so intended. ‘The reduction of 10 per cent of 
the taxes on all manufactured goods was but 
a@ nominal reduction of revenue, but a large 
reduction of tax on the people. 


The Secretary of the Treasury, after point- 


_ ing out the folly of repealing the tax on tea 
| and coffee, when its effect was not to reduce 


the cost of those articles to the consumer, but 
to add to its cost in foreign ports, urges the 
restoration of that tax, which he estimates 
will yield from $10,000,000 to $12,000,000. 
Mr. Myers and Mr. Keury meet this sensible 
suggestion of the Secretary by proposing to 
restore the 10 per cent duties on all the nec- 
essaries of life, which, if done, will produce 
probably $10,000,000 more revenue, at a cost 
of $70,000,000 to $80,000,000 tax extorted 
from the people, as it will enhance the price 
of all the articles involved by 10.to 15 percent. 

The country has enough of taxation, espe- 
cially of that partnership kind where the 
Treasury receives one-fourth or less of the tax 
paid by the people, and special interests the 
other three-fourths. Nor is there any neces- 
sity for either an increase of taxation or reve- 
nue. The remedy for any deficiency in 
the sinking fund is a reduction of expend- 
itures, a reduction of expenses in all 
the departments of the Government, and the 
prompt cutting off of every manner of abuse 
in the civil service. No ofiicer of the Govern- 
ment, high or low, should be tolerated in 
making any expenditure not previously au- 
thorized by law, and every case of that 
kind—and they are so numerous as to 
call for, on an average, five or six millions 
of dollars annually under the frandulent title 
of deficiency—should be followed by the in- 
stant dismissal of the offender. This Gov- 
ernment is not instituted, nor are taxes levied, 
for the mere benefit and profit of the men in 
office. Every dollar of tax collected is a dep- 
rivation of so much of some man’s means 
of living or business, and Congress has no 
right, by rash expenditures or wanton taxa- 
tion, to thus consume the substance of the 
people. 


GEN. SHALER’S THIRD REPORT. 

Gen. SsHauer has made his third report to 
the Fire Commissioners, and has fairly be- 
wildergd that good, easy-going organization 
with the amount of work he has cut out for 
them to perform. The first two reports were 
of extraordinary dimensions, and before the 
Board could fairly digest their propositions 
the third comes so heavily freighted that the 
Board in despair made no attempt to act upon 
it or consider it, but took it under a sort of in- 
definite advisement, and went home in sorrow- 
ful wonderment what the next report would 
contain. Unless they change their former 
conservative mode of action, Gen. SHaLer 
has cut out enough work to last the members 
of the Board the rest of their natural lives. 
The new report recommends the organization 
of the Fire Department into a brigade, to be 
composed of six battalion, under a chief of 
brigade, chiefs of battalions, and company 
commanders, ail the officers being gra dedin 
military style. The report also contemplates 
an Incendiary and Combustible Bureau; a 
Building Bureau; a Telegraph Bureau ; 
and Bureau of Repairs and _ Supplies, 
which are to have charge of all the 
details coming under their respective heads. 
Leaving out the other -two reports, here is 
work enough to keep the Board busy for 
awhile. There is one point, however, in the 
third report which is worthy of careful and 
immediate attention, all the more so as it 
does not involve any expense, and that is the 
organization of the Department upon the mili- 
tary plan, the concentration of responsibility 
insome competent head, and the enforce- 
ment of military drill and discipline. It is 
this feature which has made the foreign fire 
brigades so eflicient, and it is the only way in 
which our firemen can be made to perform 
their best services; the only way in which 
the officers of the Department can work in- 
telligently and skillfully and have perfect 
command of theirmen. Such an organiza- 
tion would put every man in his place with a 
special work to do, and would interest him in 
doing that work, as he would be personally 
responsible, and would take pride in doing it 
well. Without alluding to the other pro- 
visions contemplated in the report, which 
can be had when the proper time comes, here 
is one at least which can be acted upon at 
once and without expense. The othér pro- 
visions involve more or less of expense, and 
can be acted upon after careful consideration 
and an investigation of finances, with the 
view of seeing whether they are practicable 
and possible. 


THE COURT-ROOMS OF COOK COUNTY. 

We do not doubt that Judge Tree's charge 
to the Grand Jury, on the subject of the 
quarters provided for our local courts, was 
the expression of an earnest conviction on 
his part that these quarters are of a character 
to endanger the health of the Judges, juries, 
court officials, attorneys, witnesses, and in- 
terested spectators, and impede the ends of 
justice. The number of people who are 
compelled to attend daily the eight courts 
held in this city is by no means insignificant. 
Judge Trix estimates it as high as 1,000, 
and, counting the changes from day to day, 
there are several thousand who are required 
to put in an appearance during every 
term. The Judges, officials, and attorneys 
may be said to be in constant attend- 
ance. If, therefore, the present quarters 
are foul and unwholesome, or in 
danger of falling, as Judge Trex evidently 
believes, the complaint should command a 
hearing from the people. We can readily 
conceive, too, that the cause of justice may 
be in danger when a jury can be forced toa 
hasty conclusion in order to escape the offen- 
sive atmosphere of its confinement. And we 
are inclined to believe that the court records 
are not safe in a building so hastily con- 
structed as the present City-Hall, and there- 
fore in constant danger from fire. We start 
out, therefore, with the admission that it 
would be largely in the interest of the entire 
community to have other and better quar- 
ters provided for our Circuit and Superior 
Judges. But we do not think that any 
general indictment will hold against 
the city for the present condition 
of things. The City Government, after 
the fire, provided the best quarters it 
possibly could in so short a time, and offered 


accommodation to the courts. First, it gave 
them the occupancy of the High-School, and 
next offered them a portion of the tem- 
porary City-Hall. All this time, the County 
Board has made no effort to provide for the 
courts, though they are county institutions. 
Now, if the present court-rooms are unde- 
sirable,—as there is no doubt they are,—the 
proper procedure is for the County Board 
to provide others that shall be in keeping 
with the personal welfare and public use- 
fulness of these tribunals. The United 
States Government found suitable quar- 
ters for the United States Courts when 
they were burned out. Let the County 
Government proceed to do the same for iis 
‘courts. An advertisement for proposals for 
a suitable building, or so much of a building 
as may be adequate for the courts, will find 
suitable responses, and we do not doubt that 
the necessary quarters can be secured ata 
moderate rental, if an effort is made to that 
end without favoritism or jobbing. Another 
consideration in favor of this action is to be 
found in the fact that the location of the 
courts in comfortable quarters would put a 
stop, for some time to come, to 
the clamor for Court-House building. 
The city officials, who certainly occupy 
the best quarters in the present City-Hall, 
seem to be satisfied where they are. The 
Recorder’s office has a location to which no- 
body is inclined to object, and the county has 
a permanent building for the county offices, 
court, and jail. A proper location of the 
Circuit and Superior Courts, which would 
satisfy the Judges and answer the public de- 
mands, would finally dispose of the whole 
Court-House question until the tax-payers of 
Chicago and Cook County shall be better pre- 
pared to undertake the erection of a build- 
ing on the Court-House square. 


FREE BANKING FOR GOLD BANKS. 

Whenever gold becomes part of our circu- 
lating medium, the gold banks provided for 
by our present laws will doubtless start into 
operation throughout the country, instead of 
being confined, as they now are, to the 
Pacific Slope. The act of July 12, 1870, pro- 
vides for the issue of any amount of National 
Bank notes redeemable on demand in gold, 
provided the corporation asking for them has 
deposited in the Treasury a ‘100 gold-bear- 
ing bond of the United States for every 80 
of notes. The only restriction on the 
amount issued is contained in the clause 
that no single association formed under 
this law shail have a circulation of more 
than $1,000,000. This does not limit the 
total issue at all. These gold banks must 
keep a reserve of 25 per cent of their circula- 
tion in gold or silver coin of this country, and 
must receive at par the notes of each other. 
The provisions of the National Banking law 
apply, in the main, to them, but its refer- 
ences to “lawful money” are to be construed, 
where they are concerned, as meaning silver 
and gold. 

‘he repeal of the Legal-Tendar act, and of 
the kindred section of the National Banking 
law, would result in the transaction of busi- 
ness on a specie basis, and a consequent de- 
mand for gold notes. Banks would be 
formed, under the act we have quoted, to 
meet this demand. 

When the greenbacks were retired or suf- 
ficiently funded to make the part outstanding 
equal to gold, it would be necessary tochange 
the act of July 12, 1870, or else the General 
Banking law in such a way as to make the 
percentage of notes issued to all the banks 
equal. For, if this were not done, the banks 
organized under the general law would get 90 
per cent of their bonds returned in the 
shape of notes, while those formed under this 
supplemental act would get only 80 per cent. 
As all the bills would be redeemable in specie, 
this distinction would be unjust. The best 
way to produce equality would probably be 
to simply repeal the restriction of the general 
law on the amount of currency issued. They 
could all, then, be organized under that law. 
Since they would all be gold banks, it would 
be perfectly safe to let anybody who could de- 
posit gold-bearing bonds start such a corpora- 
tion. 

Free banking on a gold basis would work 
in this way: If the country was in need of 
more currency to effect its exchanges, it would 


much currency were issued, it would depreci- 
ate at first only a fraction of acent. Then it 
would be presented for redemption, re- 
deemed, and kept in the bank-vaults until it 
was again in demand. Thus the elasticity of 
the currency would be secured. We pub- 
lished, during the heat of the fight for free 
banking at the last session of Congress, an 
editorial argument for it which was read 
in the Senate by the _ ablest  op- 
ponent of the measure, and declared by 
him at that time, to be the best possible pre- 
sentation of the case. The editorial was 
written upon the assumption that banking 
would be made free before the greenbacks 
reached par. Its conclusions apply, however, 
whether the Government currency is at par 
or below it. We reproduce those portions of 
it which refer to the overwhelming proof fur- 
nished by the English precedents : 

The greenbacks correspond to the Bank of England 
notes and the National Bank notes to those of the 
English country banks, Our readers will find in the 
first volume of Tooxr’s “ History of Prices” copious 
extracts from the testimony of Engiish country 
bankers on the working of the system there 
under a suspension of specie-payments. This 
testimony shows that the amount of currency 
they would keep afloat raised regularly with 
the season of the year. During the spring and 
fall trade they discounted freely, but, soon 
after, their notes were presented for rederoption (i, ¢, 
in Bank of England notes) until the surplus iseue was 
again stored away in their vaulte. Whenthe Bank of 
England contracted its issuca, theirs increased; when 
it increased its issues, theirs contracted. In other 
words, the currency issued by banks which could 
legaliy circulate any amount whatever contracted and 
expanded in precise proportion to the needs of the 
country. It was thoroughly elastic, 

If such a currency was thoroughly elastic 
when redeemed in paper, it would certainly 
be equally so when redeemed in gold. It is 
evident from these facts that President 
Grant's and Secretary Bristow’s advocacy of 
free banking on a gold basis is wise and 
statesmanlike.

** HUNTSMAN’S PROCESS,” 
discovered or most successfully worked sand brought 
into operation in 1780 by Benjamin Huntsman, Steel 

“ring Lis name is universaily known. 

The process with its subsequent improvements is 
very complicated, The special method of manufac- 
ture adopted by each firm is a jealously-guarded 
secret handed down by verbal formula, etc,, from 
father to son, through successive generations, Each 
maker bas his peculiar mode of manufacture, and does 
not know what particular proportions of irons, ete., 
are adopted by his colleagues in mixing their sieel, 

Cast steel is made from various materials, The 
most inferior quality is English cast steel, viz, : that 
made from English iron or scraps. This is the kind 
from which English spring-steel is made, the price 
being about £25 per ton. English cast steel is adapted 
only for piston-rods, springs for wagons, ete., rope- 
wire, and for purposes where a cutting edge is no’ re- 
quired, This class of steei does not come under the 
designation of best cast steel, although iis appearance 
is very similar. For the best qualities of cast steel 
good Swedish iron must be used. 

THERE IS A PROVERB AMONG STEEL-MELTERS 
that if you would have good steel you must put good 
irons of uniform quality into the melting pot. This is 
the case, as it concerns the consumer or person who 
uses the steel, although the brands of the iron are 
meited and lost to view, 

I have shown that the main difference in price of 
steel depends largely on the variation, etc., of iron, 
but no table of dutiable valuea could be constructed 
upon the fluctuations of materials, because although 
the prices of ali brands are obtainable, yet when they 
are converted into etee]l each iron is disguised, and is 
forever a buried secret, nut even to be resuscitated by 
the consumer, who can only tell whether the eteel be 
gcod for his purpose, and can know nothing about the 
brands or mixtures employed when it was made, 

Swedish iron is stamped with marks and letters, 
granted by the Swedish Government to the owners of 
iron-works, and, these marks and letters being very 
numerous, there is a wide range of prices, The prin- 
cipal original cost is in the crude metais, and it costs 
as much, or nearly so, to make atou of poor steel as 
to makeatonof good. If the tron is very pure, it 
costs a little more, as it takes longer to melt, but the 
main element of the price of steel is the material from 
which it is made. 

The Swedish iron is delivered to the manufacturer 
in the form of bare, which have been harimered to the 
necessary dimensions, vix,: about 8 inches wide, 4 
inch thick, and from 6 to 12 feet long. 

THE CONVERSION INTO STEEL. 

The first process of manufacture is that of conver- 
sion. The converting furnaces are of different sizes, 
eomecapable of containing 26 tons of iron, some 40 
tone. They contain two stone converting pots, each 
about 4 feet in width and depth, and 12 feet in length, 
These pots are piaced side by side, and when in opera- 
tion the heat from the fire below is concucied sround 
each pot by means of fives. The heat is prevented 
from escaping by means of a brick dome inciosing the 
whole, Tue iron bars are piaced in layers in the con- 
verting-pots, the spaces between the layers being 
filed up with charcoal broken into small 
pieces. When the converting furnace is filled, 
ii is hermeticaily sealed with ** wheel ewarf,” a sub- 
stance accumuisting at the trough of the grinding- 
wheel, and capable of resisting long exposure to heat, 
The fire is then ligtted, and is allowed to burn from 
twelve to sixteen days, the time depending upon the 
amount of carbonization required, It is then left to 
die out, aud the converting furnace and inctal, having 
been raised to a great beat, take about the same 
length of time to cool as for the heating. When the 
metal is removed ‘it is covered with biisters, from 
which it gets a name of “blister steel.” It is as 
brittle as giass, amd can be broken by a elight blow 
of the han.mer. 

THE MELTING PROCESS. 

The next operation isto break the blister steel into 
smail triangular pieces, measuring about 3 inches on 
each side. li is then assorted into piles, in accordance 
with tife quantity of carbon in each piece, and deliv- 
ered to the principal melter or foreman, In hie ce- 
partment itis arranged in bins, each clase by itseif; 
and bere the melters weigh out the requisite quantities 
for melting, and mix with each certain quantities of 
acrap, common English metal, spiegeleisen, manga- 
nese, from 8 to 10 cunces of oak charcocl, eic., accord- 


ing to the temper and kind of steel to be produced, ss | 


well as the price to be realized. This branch of the 
manufacture of stecl contains the entire secrets of the 
trade, 

After the metal has been weighed as-described, it is 
taken toa meiting furnace, and conveyed into smail 
fire—-cley pots about 8 inches in diameter, and 16 inches 
to 20 inches high, covered with closely-ntting hds, 
and previously raised toa white heat. They 
lowed to remain in the furnace, surrounded by a 
strong fire, for severe] hours, during which the metal 
is frequently stirred, so that it may be thoroughly 
mixed, After it has been thoroughly melted and 
mixed, itis rum into a metal mold of the required 


form. When the bars are cooled, a piece is broken off 
at each end,—this inspeciion of the fractures being 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether the metais 


bave been thoronghly mixed, more than to determines 
whether the quality of the steel is equaltoany per- 
ticular standard, This completes the process; and 
the steel is seni tothe mili to be rolled or hammered 
into its ultimate shape of square, triangular, octagon, 
round, or fiat. 

THE VALUE OF THE STEEL PRODUCED. 

Without entering into an analysis of the many differ- 
ent ways in which cast steel or best cast steel ix mace, 
it is sufficient to state tuat there are several hundred 
varieties, varying in temper aud quality. The best 
cast stee! of one manufacturer may be totaily different 
from that of another firm. As an inetance of this, I 
may refer to the best cast steel of William Jessop & 
Sone, which in 1870 was skipped to the United Siates 
at 48 shillings less 10 per cent at the same periods that 
the Lest steel of Sandereon Brothers & Co. was shipped 
et 52 shiliings lees 10 per cent, No one would think of 
taking this as evidence of undervaluation, if they kuew 
how bect cast steel was produced, 

THE DESIGNATION IS NO CRITERION OHATEVER 
of the price, One customer may order steel at 50 
shillings and another, at 55 shillings, and if a similiar 
article will suit the purposes of both, they will both 
receive the same thing undera different name; to 
that these Ccifferent designations did not originally 
spring uofroma desire to defraud the revenue, but 
are iuherent to the trade itseif, Tor instance, a cer- 
tain Swetiield firm recently bought some old sieei at 
the rate of £12 per ton from another firm who had it 
in stock. It was eo purchased, thinking it would an- 
swer the purpose of an order; and it wes ehipped to 
the United Statee, and invoiced at the rete of £56 per 
ton, Tbe customer could not poreibly teil whzt it 
eost, and uo Appraiser could teil what the market 
rate shouid be, 

IT IS COMMONLY THOUGHT 
that the value of steel can be told by aj;pearance, It 


is, of course, weil known that nothing can ve toid by 
the ou'+ide surface of the Lars, but it is nevertheless 
believed that the Value can be determined by the grain, 
as exhiliied upon fracture, If the grain is fine, the 
steel ia supposed to be valuabie; if coarse, not so, 
This is altogether anerror, The grain of the steol 
depends upon the temper—tre harder the steei is, the 


finer it ia in the grain. The commonest quatity looxs 
just as fine asthe best; and many of the low-priced 
samples forwarded herewith present a considerabiy 
finer grain than the stee! worth §€4 or $5 more per cwt, 
Steel of the same quality may be taken and rolled to 
the same size, and yet one may be made to iook aa fine 
as Silver, and the other quite coarse, It is, therefore, 
evident tiat while the tracture of a bar of steel may 
serve to indicate the temper for the purpose of ascer- 
taining its adaptability to any particuler purpose, it 
can afiord no guide to the value at which it should be 
assessed. 
IN CONNECTION WITH THIS SUBJECT, 

I would beg ieave tg: quote from “ Consular Regula- 
tions (of 1870, paragranu 472) relating to the autbenti- 


cation of invoices,” the following extract: 
‘To judge correctly the market value of any given 
articie, it will often be important to inquire carefully 


as to prices in sales thereof for other markets than our 
own, When the United Slates are the principal oon- 
gumers, and fictitious sales to create nominal vaiues 
are detected, Consuls should ascertain the cost of 
production, and add the customary percentage for 
profits,” 

Yrom the description given of the method of manu- 
facture, and the tact that the principal elements of the 
cost of productéon are the most jeaiously guarded ee- 
crets of the trade, it will be seen that no Consul could 
possibly fuliill these instructions in the case of cast 
steel,

THE GREAT MOWRY LARD CASE.

PitrspunGc, Pa., Dec. 9.—Tiae great Mowry 
land case, involving title to 90 acres of land 
in the best part of the city, commenced to-day in 
the United States Circuit Court, Judge Mciien- 
pan presiding.

is the most inteiligent ever gathered in this part | 


of the State, including editors, lawyers, phy- 
sicians, and merchants. LDBesides Pittsburg law- 
yera, Attorney-General Masten, of Michigan, 
and George H. Hatch, are here to assist in the 
case. The lot-bolders are excluded as witnessea, 
being interested parties. The original patent 
was put in evidence, Deeds almost innumer- 
able were aiso roduced, as well as 
acts of the Assembly in regard to the land.

Second Day’s Session ofthe Lllinois 
State Organization—Iintcresting Pa« 
pers liead.

Society, was marked by somewhat larger attend 

ance, yet citizens do not turn out as they shouid.

the hearing of reports of L. C. Francis, of 
the Springtield District, and leaac Snedeker, of 


Both reports had 
nearly the same showing regarding the horti- 
culiural condition and prospects of their re- 
spective tields. Apples bad been hurt by the 
wet season in the spring, peaches had not suf- 
féred so much, yet were not up to former 
years, while beriies, in common with all 
sinall fruits, had been nearly used up bctween 
the two extremes of early wet anda late dry 
season. Neither of the reporis had any very 
encouraging statements to make about the high 
state of horticulture, but both united in the be- 
lef that horticulturists were beginning to un- 
derstand their busimess better, and in time 
would be able to outwit the deadly bug, the 
ravenous bird, and the itreguiar seasons. 

In the afternoon meeting an interesting report 
from the Standing Committee on Ornamental 
and Timber Trees washeard. Strong arguments 
were used to induce all farmers and horticultur- 
ists to encourage the planting and p:eservation 
of forest trees. Is wasclaimed that in a few 
years there would be no trees left in the country 
unless something was done to stay their destruc- 
tion.

to ita present site, No. 623 West Adams street, 
whore the rent has been given until the let of 
May, by one Horry Page, of Litile Rock, Ark. 
Since the ist of November Mrs. Haskins reports 
that she has received in casi about $45, and do- 
nations of provisions to the amount of $20. 
Her expenses, in the meantime, have been, she 
save, about £00, one-Lalf of which, it appears 
from the account, were for paying back-rent. 

Mrs. Haskins claims that from June 1 to Nov. 
lehe bad twenty inmates, on an average, and 
that from Nov. 1 to date she has had an average 
of cight inmates (her husband privately said 
four), but did not, explain the remarkable 
falling off. She attributed

from the board of Mavagers to no direct cause, 
but was of the opinion that several of the Board 
preferrcod a Board of ladies. She was op- 
posed to a Board of ladies for the reason

After getting Mrs. Haskins’ statement, the re- 
porter sought the other side of the question. 
Hie first found a member of the Board, who, al- 
—— rather reticent, was free to say that he

NO GREAT CONFIDENCE 

in the plan of the Home, and still less in its 
manager or Superintendent. From what he bad 
seen be was satisfied that the Home was not 
what it was represented to be when he 
consented to serve on its Board 
of Trustees, Iie was satisfied that 
it was serving no good end, and, from the best 
of his intormation, believed tbat bis name had 
been used in connection with it, previous to his 
resignation, fo secure contributions of food and 
coal for the sustenance of a private boarding- 
house. 

A lady who uniformly feels and manifests 
an interestin charitabie enterprises was next 
seen. She had at oue time felt an interest in 
the Orphan Girls’ Home, and had assisted it in 
various ways. She had lost confidence in it, 
however, from the fact that ehe had 
understood and believed that the whole ‘* Home” 
project was ~~ a subterfuge to gain for cer- 
tain indolent individuals a livelihood, and that 
the backbone and partial success of the whole 
affair had been the tacit indoreement of certain 
of the ministers of the city. She bad no confi- 
cence in the institution in any shape, but be- 
lieved that the ministers identified with it were 
Victims of a zeal to do all they could for the 
Gestitute. 

A FORMER INMATE 
of the Home was the next one visited. She said 
she had accepted Mre. Haskins’ hospitality for 
about three months, but left the Home in dis- 
gust. She regarded the whole affair as an out- 
rage upon the public. While the institution was 
supported by the public, and was regarded as of 
a charitable cheracter, she was required to pay 
her board while there. She complained bitiériy 
of the food furnished, and when ebe left the 
Home, she says ber trunk was scized for 
board, which she had not then the ready money 
to pay. She says that while there for a few days 
sixteen girls were in the Home, but that the

average was about six, notwithstanding the 
claim of Mrs. Haskins totwenty. She further 
stated that, of the average inmates during her 
stay, more were adults than orpbans, one or 
more of whom were the employes of Mr.

and that all information gained would be in the 
direction of scrubbing and the location of 
toe various meat-shops where they were 
In the habit of going for donations. 
As a whole, from experience, she regarded the 
Home a fraud, for while it pretended to be a 
charitable institution, she knew it was run in the 
interest of Mrs. and Mr. Haskins, from which 
they could not fail to realize a handsome sum 
annually. 

The reporter next called upon a gentleman 
who is well acquainted, and considered good an- 
thority. He was of opinion that the whole Home 
was 

A MYTH, 

and that it was a boarding-house in which the 
boarders not only paid for ali they got, but for 
the provisions at the same time. In other words, 
he was satisfied that the Home never contained, 
on af average, more than six girls, and that 
they were not only required to do the housework 
of the family, but to supply the major part of 
the supplies by begging from butcher to butcher, 
and door todoor. He was astonished that a 
few of the ministers of the city allowed them- 
selves to become identified with the institution, 
and had given their influence to such a question- 
able work. 

From the above interviews 

BOTH SIDES OF THE QUESTION 

can be seen. Upon the confessions of Mrs. 
Haskins the Home has been loosely managed 
financially. Then, again, a most estimable lady, 
a former inmate, who is supposed to know some- 
thing of the Home, denounces it in the bitterest 
and plainest terms; ana still again the Board 
of Managers, selected from the ministers of the 
city, have anything eise than commendation for 
it. On the whole, the reporter left off his in- 
vestgations rejoicing in the fact that he was not 
an orphan, especially afemale one. At least he 
would not like to be an inmate of Mrs. Haskins’ 
Girls’ Orphan Home. 
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RAILROAD NEWS. 


THE LAKE SHORE ROAD. 

A person writing to the New York Tribune 
asks to be informed how much more it ought 
to cost to replace iron rails with steel ones on 
a completed railroad, than it originally coat to 
build and fully equip the the roaditself. The 
writer then says this question was suggested to 
him by the recent discoveries he made in his ex- 
plorations, to-wit : 

That the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railway 
Company was a consolidation on Aug. 1, 1869, of the 
several companies owning the roads which formed the 
line from Buffalo to Chicago, with a combined capital 
represented by stocks and bonds of about $52,000,000, 
inciuding eome $17,000,000 of ‘‘ water,” so that the ac- 
tual cost of the entire property was then about $35,- 
000,000 ; that almost as soon as the consolidation was 
perfected the Company began to prepare to “ steel- 
rail ” its road, and has never yet ceased to raise money 
for that and “* other purposes,”’

purpose of providing additional equip- 

ment necessary forthe new consolidated 

Company,” issued and sold its stock to the

THE BALTIMORE & OHIO. 

Ever since the opening of the Chicago Divis- 
ion of the Baltimore & Ubio Nailroad its trains 
have been compelled to depart from and arrive 
at the freight depot, at the foot of South Water 
street, because the Michigan Central refused to 
allow them to enter the Central Depot, on the 
plea that there was not room enough for all the 
roads. Asthe Baltimore & Ohio had a regular 
contract with the Illinois Central, giving them 
the right to enter the depot, it was generally 
expected that a serious railroad war between the 
two contending lines would be the result. The 
Baltimore & Ohio, however, showed no fight; 
the fact was, they did not care to enter the de- 
pot, which is not very convenient. They looked 
around for another site, and during the last month 
they have been negotiaiing with the Board of 
Public Works and the managers of the Exposi- 
tion Building, with a view of obtaining that por- 
tion of the Exposition Building known as the 
Mechanical Department, at the foot of Monroe 
street. The Vice-President, Mr. King, has been 
in the city during the last week, and has now 
succeeded in obtaining the buiiding from the 
Board of Directors. ‘The building will be imme- 
diately transformed into waiting-rooms, ticket- 
offices, baggage-rooms, etc., while the depot 
proper for the reception of trains will be 
erected at the east end just fronting the Illinois 
Central track. By this result the Baltimore & 
Ohio has secured a depot which is far superior 
in every respect to the one now occupied by the 
other roads. Of course, the new depot is only 
for temporary occupation, the Lilinois Central 
and the Baltimore & Ohio, and probably also the 
Burlington & Quincy aud the Michigan Ceutral, 
will, sooner or later, build a grand Umon Depot 
at the lake front which will be a credit to the 
roads and an ornament tothecity. There is 
hard!y a doubt that, if the ground between Mad- 
ison and Randolph streets could be secured by 
these roads at a reasonable tigure, they would 
commence building at once. 

PERSONAL. 

Mr. Thomas Hoops, Genera! Freight Agent of 
the Michigan Central Railroad, has resigned his 
position, his resignation to take effect Jan. 1, 
1875. Onthat day Mr. Hoops will assume the 
duties of General Manager of the Blue (fast 
freight) Line, to which position be bas just been 
appointed, Mr. Hayes, the iormer General Man- 
ager, having resigued. The headquarters of the 
Biue Line have heretofore been at Detroit, but, 
Jan. 1, will be transferred to this city. 

Mr. Hoops has been connected with the Michi- 
gan Central Railroad tor the past twenty-five 
years. When only 17 years of age he was ap- 
pointed local agent at Ypsilanti, Mich., and 
was afcerwards traneferred to this city. Five 
years ago he assumed the duties of General 
Freight Agent, which he performed with such 
ability and diligence as not only to command 
the respect of his superiors, but aleo of the 
shippers of this city, with whom he was a great 
favorite. Mr. Hoops has made the freight busi- 
ness quite a study, ana there are few men better 
qualified to take charge of the large interest 
which has just been intrusted to his care. 

The successor of Mr. Hoops has not yet been 
definitely decided upon. The position bas been 
offered to Mr. C. C. Wheeler, General Freight 
Agent of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad. 
Mr. Wheeler, whois the Nestor of the General 
Freight-Agents in this city, has the matter under 
advisement. He would not entertain for one 
moment the idea of leaving his present position 
with the Northwestern Railroad, to which his 
services are almost invaluable, were it not for 
his impaired heaith, which has been broken 
down by overwork.

THE PUDDLERS’ STRIKE. 


The Situation at Pittsburg Un- 
changed— Both sides Confident of 
Success. 

Spveciai Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

PirtspurG, Pa., Dec. ¥.—Ihe strike of the 
puddiers continues without anychange. A num- 
ber of our mills are still running on Muck Bar, 
but it cannot hold ont long, statements to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Four of the mills 
show nothing absolutely new. Many men, not 
members of the Union, are ready to go to work, 
and will probably be employed ere many days 
elapse. The prospect of starvation may not ap- 
pearto some of the men just now, but many 
are without means, and cannot afford to 
hold out long. In this city, with mills yet 
partially running, a fair estimate would give 

28,000 men out of employment. Add to this 


those thrown out elsewhere through the darken- 
ing of furnaces, fully 12,000 more, when the 
mulis close entirely, which they undoubtedly will 
if the strike holds ont, and the number be 
more than doubled. The effect of the 


strike is hardly commenced to be felt 
just yet, but will be in another 
week. iiany mill-owners look upon it as though 


the strike will not last long. On the other hand, 
the puddiers seem to think their demands just, 
and that they will ultimately win. A just cause 
of complaint among workingmen is the high rate 
of rente and living bere, and personal taxes, 
which are out of proportion to those of any other 
city. Despite the strike, business in holiday 
goods is brisk. The storekeepers are doing a 
trade fully equal to former years. At least, that 
is what a number of merchants have stated to 
your correspondent.

The amounts 
are not large, bat the daily average is increas- 
ing. The country banks are ordering large 
amounts of New York exchange Eagt on the cur- 
rency coming in to their accounts.

About 60,000 bu of 
new barley has also been received in New York 
from Europe. 

The leading produce markets presented few 
new features to-day. Provisions were active and 
weak; and grain generally slow, witheut much 
change in prices. The receipts continue to ex- 
ceed the shipments by a very large percentage, 
the continued fine weather offering very little 
inducement to ship by water, and it is early for 
the rail movement to begin, except in live-stock 
and pork products.

The demand for 
capned goods continues to show improvement 
as the season advances, and prices of most lines 
are working firmer in consequence. Prices of 
butter and cheese ranged about the same as yes- 
terday, the former ruling easy, aud the latter 
steady and firm. ‘The bagging, leather, coal, 
wood, and pig-iron markets were without change 
in any important particular. There was a fair 
trade in oils at well maintained prices. ‘Tobacco 
remains firm at the lately advanced prices. 

The hardware merchants report a fair dis 
tributing business in the aggregate, and a com- 
paratively steady market. Some ataple articles 
are likely to advance soon to correspond with & 
change elsewhere. Lumber was in light demand 
and steady, except at the docks, where sellers, in 
order to close out the last cargoes, found 1 nec- 
essary to make siligbt concessions. Salt was 
fairly active and steady, at $1.65 for fine and 
$2.00 for coarse. Hay was less excited and not 
so firm, particularly prairie, the supply of which 
was larger. Seeds, hides, hops, and wool were 
unchanged. Green fruits continue in light re- 
quest, choice stock being steady. Exxgs, game, 
and poultry were doli and lower, under heavy 
oiferings and mild weather. 

Highwines were in moderate demand and 
steady at the quotation of the past few days. 
Sales were reported of 150 bris at 97c per gallon. 

Dressed hogs were dull, and 10@ide per 100 
ths lower, though in small supply, only 297 head 
being reported in this morning.

THE NEW YORK CANALS. 

The Syracuse Courier of Dec. 4 says: 

Tt has been many years eince the boatmen on the 
canals of this State have experienced such a dull and 
unprofitable season as that just closed, Freighis re- 
mained uniformly low and dull during the entire sea- 
son, and the expectations of the boatmen for a proa- 
perous summer have been disappointed, A large 
number sought winter quarters and tied up weeks ago. 
This duliness is attributable to the fact that there was 
no foreign demand for cereals, which form the best 
part of canal eargoes, and hence the shipments from 
the West were light, probably not one-half the quan- 
tity of grain having been forwarded this year. The 
following exhibit shows the amount of flour and grain 
shipped from Buffalo by eanal from the opening of 
navigation to Dec, 1 for the iast four years:

The Londou Globe says: ‘It is said that 
among the possessions inherited by the present 
Duke of Richmond was found a bank-note for 
4£5v,000.

SANGAMON STREET. 
OPERATIONS OF BURGLARS ON THAT THOROUGE-

The burglar contagion seems to be spreading 
daily, and to gather renewed force and vitality at

THE DEAF MUTES. 


HELP THEM TO A LIBRARY. 

The Deaf Mute Society of Chicago appeals to 
the public for contributions of funds, books, and 
other matters necessary to the formazion and 
maintenance of a library and reading room, and 
keeping a hall for lectures. 

This Society was regularly organized on the 
18th of January, 1874. It occupies rooms at No. 
89 Madison street. At a meeting recently held 
for the election of officers for the year 1875 the 
following pergzons were chosen (all of them deaf 
mutes): Mrs. J. M. Raffington, President; J. 
E. Townsend, Vice-President; N. D. Barnum, 
William Sullivan, E. P. Kingon, J. G. Innes, and 
N. Zimmerman, Board of Trustees; Treasurer, 
G. A. Christenson; Secretary, R. M. Thomas. 
The object of the Society is to seek to fill the 


void in the social lives of persons afilicted with 
eternal, never-ending deafness and dumbness, 
who. by reason of their afllictions, are deprived 
of the enjoyments and happiness of life which 
result from being able to speak and hear. Deaf 
mutes cannot attend ieciures or religicus dis- 
courses: but they can read. Books, then, are 
their great need. At present they have fifty- 
eight volumes of miscellaneous works, and a 
good many magazines,—tbejnucleus of a library. 
At their rooms. the BSociety hold meet- 
ings at stated, periods, and lectures, read- 
ings, and deb#tes are conducted in the 
sign language. The Society is composed 
exclusively of graduates of the Deaf-Muie In- 
stitutions. ‘The public are admitted to the meet- 
ings, and at times an interpreter conveys tothem 
the ideas expressed by the pantomimic signs, 
gestures. and movements of the speakers. 

If one tries to form some idea of the extent of 
the calamity in being a deaf mute, of how very 
many services of pieasure and amusement he is 
deprived ; if one reflects but for a moment upon 
the pitiable condition of these deaf mutes, un- 
jess the heart be adamantine, one cannot but be 
moved to benevolence for them. If circum- 
stances willnot warrant a cash donation ora 
money expenditure for books, there 
are surely some volumes lying of 
the top shelves of the book-case 
upon which much value may not be put by its 
owner, and yet that very musty, well-thumbed 
tome might be the means of gladdening the 
hearts of some deaf mutes by reason of the 
quaint and may be humorous story of by-gone 
days contained within its covers. Itis within 
the power of every one, the bumblest, to do some- 
thing toward brightening the darksome lives of 
the deaf mutes. Tbey do not require money for 
money's sake; they are financialiy in a sound 
condition ; that is, they have no debts to pay. 
It may be added though thatif they had, they 
are minus the funds to wipe them out. It is 
books they require, and the presentation of some 
volumes to the Society would be an act of 
benevolence of the richest kind.

CARD FROM MESSRS, REYNOLDS AND CORBETT. 

The following card from the partners of this 
absconding individual will be published in the 
next issue of the Prairie Farmer:

We have the further, and gratifying, fact to state 
that consignors have been duly protected, and that no 
shipper will lose a dollar by the failure, All consign- 
meuts arriving addressed to the late firm are turned 
over to Bartholomew & Bryant, commission mer- 
chants, No. 191 Kinzie street, who will notify parties 
promptly. 

In this connection, we will take occasion to say, not 
by way of complaint as much as a matter of warning 
and advice, that the Grange support to this their 
chosen house for the transaction of Cnicago business 
has not been such as to warrant further experiments 
of this kind, without a radical change in the minds of 
patrons that will lead them to act upon the principle 
that a contract should be binding alike upon both 
parties—those who grow crops to sell as well as those 
appointed to sell them, °

The capacity of water- 
supply was shown in the fact that 
no fire-engine working west of Third avenue 
could attain & water-pressure of over 60 pounds 
per square inch,—about half of what firemen 
think an ordinary fire-presaure. No one doubts 
the courage of our firemen, but it must no: be 
supposed that their subjection to a good system 
of discipline will endow them supernaturally. 

It is impossible for any good to come from 
such t self-sophistry as that portion 
of the Mayor’s mesaage.

CRIMINAL, 

James Stuart, alias Steward, and Oscar Mur- 
dock, were again before Commissioner Heyne 
yesterday morning to answer the charge of 
attempting to pass counterfeit United States 
currency of the denomination of $50.

It 
is believed that Stuart is a victim of a band of 
counterfeiters, and that he went intothe business 
as the agent of one olderin iniquity’s ways. 
> He was doubtless in some way in league with the 
gray-haired, saintly counterfeiter arrested in 
this city recently by Washburn, Chief of the 
United States Secret Service. 


A detective from the Secret Service Division 
of the United States Treasury Department cap- 
tured a counterfeiter yesterday, who is an old 
dealer in spurious yotes. The arrest was made 
in Wisconsin, and in bis possession was found 
$10,000 of the paper. The notes were of the 
Genomination of tens and fives, with a large 
quantity of 50-cent fractional currency. The 
teos wero on the City National Bank of 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y. The signature of 
the President, J. F. Bomane, as well 
as that of the Cashier, A. H. Champ- 
lin, were counterfeited in a masterly manner, 
and except to one perfectly familiar with them 
are beyoud detection. The tives were on the 
Traders’ National Bank, of Chicago. The notes 
were well executed, but the signature of the 
President, ‘‘ Jo” Rutter, was miserably bad, and 
easily detected, they being signed *‘O” instead 


of “Jo” Rutter. The Cashier's signature, J. 


Bauman, was a little better, but to one acquainted 
with Mr. Bauman’s signature it is at once de- 
tected as a counterfeit. The fractional currency 
was well executed, and none but a practiced eye 
would detect them. 

A BURGLAR CAUGHT. 

Late Tuesday evening Mr. Thomas King, who 
resides at No. 82 Keiley street, collected $100 
due him from some persons on the West Side. 
Yesterday morning, about 1 o'clock, he was 
awakened from his sleep by a man standing in 
his stocking-feet by his bed-side, who, 
with a loaded revolver cocked and 
pointed at his head, threatened him 
with instant death if he did not 
turn over the money without a word that he had 
collected the evening before. Mr. King, with 
one bound, threw himself on the burglar, when 
a desperate struggle ensued forthe mastery. 
During the scuflle, the revolver was dropped on 
the floor out of the reach of ihe struggling men.

fulness of it, and conveyed him to the 
Deering Street Station for the purpose 
of investigation by Sergt.

The officers of the Mayor’s staf wil! see to it that all 
persons doing business requiring acity license, and 
who have promised to pay for the same ou agreed 
dates, come forward on such dates and pay the 
amounts. Defaulters must be summoned and fined, 
I desire that all licenses be taken out by Jan. 1, 1875, 
and that defauiters be summoned without delay after 
that date. Im cases of extreme poverty and sickness, 
discretion mey be exercised by the officers, but such 
cases mus} be reported to me. Lf, after the issuing 
and serving of summons, the defaulting parties com- 
ply with the requirements of the License law, proceed- 
ings may be stayed upon the defendent paying $1.50 
costs in court, In this connection I wishit expressly 
understood that in cases where suit is brought against 
any defaulter who may pay his license-emoney between 
the date of being summoned and the day the case 
should be called in court, the officer nevertheless cause 
defendant to appear in court, and also be present him- 
self to conduc: the case tothe end, Every summons 
served must be redeemed in the regular way.

Mr. Michael Morrissey, uncle of John Mor- 
rissey, of New York City, died at his residence, 
208 North Desplaines street, Tuesday morning, 
of oldage.

About 1825 he emigrated to America, and, after 
staying here a few years, be succeeded in bring- 
ing over his brother and wife, with their son 
Jonn, who was then about 2 years ofage. For 
two years the families lived together in New 
York, after which, in 1839, Michael Morrissey 
came to Chicago, where he has resided ever 
since. ‘The two families were always on good 
terms, the nephew having kindly entertained his 
aged uncle in New York as late as last fall. Mr. 
Michael Morrissey was in good circumstances, 
avd not dependent, therefore, upon the pecuni- 
ary assistance of his nephew, John. Mr. Mor- 
rissey leaves two daughters and a wife. 


Amongst those who will attend the reception 
to-day of His Royal Highness, King Kalakaua, 
will be a citizen of Chicago who can lay claim to 
being one of the pioneers in the commerce be- 
tween America and the Sandwich Islands. The 
gentleman is Mr. John G. Sheppard, who, in 
December, 1823, left New York in the good and 
well-named ship *‘Guterpuse,” Capt. Ebbits, 
commander, for the Sandwich Islands, where 
they arrived in April the following year. The 
ship was sent out by the New York millionaire, 
John Jacob Astor. On arriving at Hawaii Mr. 
Sheppard, then a young lad of 17 years of age, 
occupied the position of clerk in the store which 
was opened by the Captain at Honoluiu. There 
he studied the habits and learned the language 
of the natives, and he is probably the only man 
in Chicago who can welcome King Kalakaua to 
the city 1» bis mother tonene.
